I hope  there  are  no  students  in  the  College 
who  have  not  yet  been  in  the  library.  We  do  not 
have  very  pretensious  premises  nor  an  enormous 
stock  but  you  might  well  find  there  just  the 
information  you  need  for  that  special  work  you 
have  in  hand. 

At  the  moment  the  library  is  not  very  big  but 
like  the  rest  of  the  College  we  are  growing 
pretty  rapidly.  Our  sBck  is  growing  in  numbers 
and  in  the  number  of  subjects  upon  which  we 
have  material.  Our  aim  in  adding  books  and 
periodicals  is  to  provide  material  to  help  you 
with  your  courses  but  also/  and  not  less  import- 
antly, material  which  will  help  you  to  play  a 
more  important  role  in  the  outside  world  after 
you  leave  us.  In  classes  you  learn  facts  and 
theories  but  in  the  library  you  can  teach  yourself 
how  these  can  be  translated  into  real  life. 

We  know  that-some  of  you  have  been  disappointed 
because  we  did  not  have  any  material  for  that 
very  special  essay  you  were  writing.  For  this  we 
apologize  and  would  say  that  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  do  better  next  time.  The  very  fact  that  you 
asked  for  something  we  do  not  have  has  alerted 
us  to  a shortcoming  which  we  must  try  to  remedy. 
We  have  a large  number  more  books  on  order 
and  confidently  expect  that  by  the  end  of  the 
college  year  all  those  empty  shelves  will  have 
been  filled  to  overflowing. 


You  will  probably  have  noticed  that  we  are 
beginning  to  receive  some  periodicals.  By  the 
spring  time  we  expect  to  be  receiving  about  two 
hundred  regularly.  These  are  excellent  sources 
of  current  information  and  we  hope  you  will  use 
them  fully.  We  are,  also  beginning  to  subscribe 
to  a number  of  periodical  indexes  which  will  give 
you  references  to  articles  on  all  sorts  of  subjects 
in  a wide  range  of  journals.  We  also  have  a list 
of  the  periodicals  being  taken  by  all  the  major 
libraries  in  the  Niagara  Peninsula  including  Brock 
University. 

In  due  course  we  expect  to  be  able  to  make  a 
list  of  the  new  books  we  add,  but  in  the  mean- 
time keep  an  eye  on  the  displays  of  book  jackets 
which  the  library  technician  students  prepare 
from  time  to  time.  Above  all  if  you  need  help  or 
information  do  come  and  ask  the  library  staff. 
Both  of  us  have  a lot  of  experience  and  can  often 
suggest  an  alternative  source  for  that  particular 
piece  of  information  which  you  expected  to  find 
in  the  book  we  do  not  yet  have. 

A library  thrives  on  use  so  we  have  been  very 
pleased  to  see  that  already  we  have  a number  of 
regular  users.  To  them  we  would  say  a word 
of  thanks  and  hope  that  their  numbers  may  multiply.

Just  to  keep  the  records  straight  a few  things 
have  happened  which  the  student  body  should  be 
made  aware  of. 

The  Students  Council  is  no  longer  in  existance. 
They  are  nowknownas  the  Student's  Administrat- 
ive Assembly  which  shall  be  mentioned  from  now 
on  as  the  S.A.A.  The  purpose  of  this  move  was 
to  diversify  and  expand  the  many  tasks  undertaken 
by  the  S.A.A.  to  people  with  experience  in  fields 
such  as  internal  and  external  affairs.  Included 
in  the  expansion  was  a vice-president  of  service 
activities  and  communications/public  relations/ 
advertising  co-ordinator.  Therefore  there  is  a 
grand  total  of  nine  on  the  executive  of  the  S.A.A. 

The  S.A.A.  has  also  made  steps  in  the  formation 
of  a constitution  and  we,the  student  body,  await 
the  fruit  of  their  labour. 

On  December  26,  27,  28,  the  S.A.A.  held  a 
regional  conference  of  community  colleges  in  Nia- 
gara Falls  at  the  Sheriden  Brock  Hotel  to  discuss 
the  format  of  the  Annual  Student's  Council  Con- 
ference which  will  be  held  in  Ottawa  this  year. 
Among  the  many  colleges  represented,  the  most 
influencial  one  present  was  Ryerson  Poly  Tech- 
nical Institute  of  Technology,  Toronto. 

Don't  forget  that  the  last  week  in  February 
means  the  start  of  Niagara  College's  Winter 
Carnival.  It  is  a good  thing  there  are  people 
like  Cathy  Saxe  around  who  are  willing  to  accept 
the  responsibility  of  a job  which  consumes  so 
much  time  and  effort  and  yet  receives  so  little 
praise..  A tip  of  the  editorial  hat  to  you  Cathy, 
and  keep  up  the  fine  work.  As  far  as  the  Winter 
Carnival's  success  or  failure  goes  it  is  entirely 
up  to  the  students  to  either  support  or  reject  this 
escapade.  Remember  though,  the  carnival  was 
inaugarated  by  the  S.A.A.  for  the  benefit  of  the 
students.  The  carnival  is  not  a right  of  the 
students  but  mearly  a privilege  granted  to  the 
students  for  their  enjoyment  and  this  privilege 
can  and  will  in  most  probability  be  revoked,  if 
the  S.A.A.  does  not  receive  the  support  of  the 
student  body.  There  is  a wide  spectrum  of  act- 
ivities to  chose  from  be  it  the  1st.  Annual  Winter 
Road  Rally,  sports,  social  events  such  as  the 
concert  or  formal,  snow  sculpturing  contest,  or 
blood  donor  clinic  everyone  is  eligible  to  compete 
and  everyone  is  invited  to  attend  as  a spectator. 
It  will  well  be  worth  your  while  to  come  for  this 
is  the  climax  of  the  activities  offered  by  the 
S.A.A.  for  this  college  year  and  you  would  not 
want  to  be  left  on  the  outside  looking  in  because 
this  is  where  it's  happening. 

On  Feb.  8,  9,  10,  11,  seven  members  of  the 
Student's  Administrative  Assembly  will  travel  to 
Ottawa  in  order  to  attend  the  Annual  Student's 
Council  Conference. 

The  delegates  chosen  by  the  S.A.A.  of  Niagara 
College  are  as  follows: 

1)  President  of  the  S.A.A. 

2)  Vice-President  of  Internal  Affairs. 

3)  Vice-President  of  External  Affairs. 

4)  Vice-President  of  Service  Activities. 

5)  Financial  co-ordinator. 

6)  Activities  co-ordinator. 

7)  Sports  co-ordinator. 

Topics  which  are  to  be  covered  during  the  con- 
vention are  those  that  primarily  envolveN.G.A.A.T. 
in  connection  with  other  community  colleges  in  our 
area.  The  delegates  sent  to  this  conference  have 


the  prime  responsibility  of  making  a complete 
report  of  all  subjects  discussed  to  the  S.A.A. 
which  will  then  (we  hope)  be  made  known  to  the 
rest  of  the  student  body. 

Do  not  underestimate  the  importance  of  this 
convention  for  as  the  college  developes  and  expands, 
the  needs  of  the  students  will  also  be  increased. 
To  meet  these  expanding  needs  vital  topics  will 
be  aired  during  the  discussions  and  the  delegates 
sent  from  the  S.A.A.  of  N.C.A.A.T.  will  gain 
valuable  insight  to  the  requirements  of  a large 
community  college. 

So  let  us  then  hope  that  these  chosen  repres- 
entatives can  gather  the  information  that  will  make 
Niagara  College  the  leader  of  all  the  new  comm- 
unity colleges  that  have  come  into  existance  as, 
of  this  year.  It  can,  for  we  the  student  body  have 
the  ability,  the  initiative,  and  the  determination 
to  do  so  if  we  desire. 

Lack  of  Clubs 

One  reason  that  there  is  sucha  limited number  of 
clubs  is  that  there  is  a lack  of  any  information  con- 
cerning just  what  is  happening  in  N.  C.  A.  A.  T. 
The  S.A.A.  Club  Co-ordinator  held  a meeting  on 
December  7 and  asked  for  clubs  that  have  already 
formed  to  send  a representative  to  that  assembly 
for  information  concerning  financial  status  between 
themselves  and  the  S.  A.  A.  Would  you  believeonly 
one  club  was  present  at  that  encounter!  The  Club 
Co-ordinator  stated  “As  far  as  I'm  concerned  there 
is  only  one  club  in  N.  C.  A.  A.  T.  It  is  the  Circle  X 
. which  is_a  service  club  and  not  in  need  ef-^soncy. " 
The  club  co-ordinator  had  something  to  say  about  the 
Ski  Club.  “Another  club  which  has  started  but  was 
not  present  is  the  Ski  Club.  Woe  to  them  if  they 
approach  the  Student's  Council  for  money.  Those 
who  hesitate  get  nothing."  The  justification  of  this 
remark  was  that  he  had  already  called  two  such 
compenduims  in  the  past  and  after  waiting  for  half 
an  hour  each  time,  no  one  showed  up.  Therefore  he 
said  "I  haveacompellingergetocuteveryone  out  of 
the  budget  granted  by  the  Student's  Council  towards 
the  betterment  of  "Worthy  Clubs". 

We  end  this  editorial  with  a strong  quotation  from 
the  S.  A.  A.  Club  Co-ordinator  Bill  Yeager,"  I pity 
any  club  that  has  the  audacity  toapproachthe  Stud- 
ent's Council  for  money  because  if  my  friend  is 
around  they  have  a formidable  enemy  on  their 
hands."

CONFERENCE 

On  Dec.  26  the  Student's  Adm- 
inistrative Council  of  Niagara 
College  hel*  Yaeeerice  at  the 
Sheraton-Br^  ..uJi  ln  Niagara 
Falls  Ontario.  The  conference 
lasted  until  the  29th  of  Dec.  and 
a cross  section  of  Community 
Colleges  throughout  Ontario  were 
represented.  Of  those  Colleges 
in  attendance  the  more  prominent 
were  Ryerson,  Ottawa,  Sir  Stan- 
ford Fleming,  Centennial,  Algon- 
quin, and  of  course  Niagara. 

The  main  topic  of  discusion  was 
Minister  Davis' book  Basic  Docu- 
ments In  which  he  tries  to  define 
exactly  what  a community  college 
is  but  the  talking  with  a few  of 
the  delegates  It  was  found  out  that 
the  general  opinion  of  those  at  the 
conference  thought  Minister 
Davis  failed  miserably  in  his 
definition.  Secondary  topics  dis- 
cussed were  communications, 
sports,  transferability  of  marks 
from  one  college  to  another,  and 
Internal  problems  such  as  book- 
store prices. 

The  prime  objective  of  the 
conference  was  to  establish  a un- 
ited front  of  Ontario's  Community 
Colleges  for  the  major  conven- 
tion In  Ottawa  which  Is  to  be 
started  Feb.  8/68.  A step  In  this 
direction  was  made  when  a sugg- 
estion for  a “Third  Federation  of 
Community  Colleges*  was  made. 
Another  major  step  was  that  Nia- 
gara College,  Welland  campus, 
was  named  conference  headquar- 
ters and  accepted  the  task  of 
preparing  a critique  of  priority 
and  secondary  demands  by  which 
the  Colleges  of  Ontario  will  follow 
during  the  Ottawa  convention. 
This  critique  will  be  aimed  dir- 
ectly at  Minister  Davis,  one  of 
the  convention’s  guest  speakers, 
In  hope  of  obtaining  some  conc- 
rete answers  and  not  his  usual 
“snow  job*. 

Generally,  though  the  conf- 
erence was  a success  even  If  all 
the  colleges  were  not  represent- 
ed many  major  topics  were  que- 
stioned and  the  answers  hope- 
fully will  come  from  the  Ottawa 
Convention.
